He emphasised this point by saying that RANKS spo echos were very reasonable 
except for the one sentence, "the Allied flyers were the war criminals......" 

He went on in this rein mentioning several times that the majority of the 
people did not road through the entire speech* I expressed my views on tho 
speech by saying that JUNKS, in making a public address, was respon sib le for 
seek word end each sentence in his address, especially when sueh a speech ms 
given at the first public post war meeting of former 98-swn* KIBITZ-15» agreed, 
but again said that the entire affair was being over emphasised by the press* 

X c ou n te r ed by saying that this speech of RANKS' ■ certainly would not help in 
getting the idea ef Osman Army participation in the KDG accepted abroad* 
KtBXflkl!> did net quite agree with this, saying in effect, that the German 
Army could do no wrong and that RANKS mas certainly net a true repr ese ntative 
of the Wehraaeht. Continuing his defense, KXBXT2-15 celled to my attention 
"the retry nice speeches* made by 93 Obargruppenfuahre Gills an A em-S$ Sencral 
Hauser, both of when, KXBIfZ-15 pointed out, castigated JUNKS publicly for his 
utterances*
